All along 
the trail the traveler is 
cheered by signs painted on 
rocks and trees: “Sure Falls 
to the Right,” “Welcome all 
to Our Mansion on the 
Peak,” “Keep Plugging,” 
etc., placed there a few 


years ago by a party oi niKs. 

The halfway house, or “Orchard 
Camp,”is located on a beautiful spot at 
a point where the trail takes a sudden 
turn and begins a steeper grade. A 
dancing, murmuring mountain stream 
flows over the rocks through the grounds 
of the camp, and is a source of pure 
and abundant water supply the year 


round. J. B. McNally is the keeper of 
this place. 

The little old cabin stands beside a 
gigantic oak more than seven feet in 
diameter at the base, and perhaps a 
thousand years old. “I know of no 
bigger tree than this,” said McNally, 
“although I’ve heard of some over on

McNally wears the badge of a 
state fire warden and also’^teascs about 
640 acres of the land along the {trail in 
the vicinity of the halfway 
house. He intends to put a 
stop to this carelessness, to 
some extent at least, and al¬ 
so intends to perform his 
duty in regard to campfires. 
Nature invariably suffers 
whenever civilization creeps 
upon it. 

Fish and Game. 

A few years ago there was 
an abundance of game on the 
mountain but it appears to 
be getting scarce. However, 
there is still a variety of 
small game such as wild¬ 
cats, pole-cats, fox, eagle 
and even deer. Coyotes 
roam in the gullies and ra¬ 
vines. It is said there are 
plenty of fish in the West 
Fork.

Clarence Darrow Scores Law’s Rank 
Injustice to the I’oor. 


I Clarence S. Darrow, the eminent Chi- 
j cago attorney, spoke in Los Angeles 
recently to a great audience, on the 
"Courts of the Poor.” In the course of 
his address, Mr. Darrow said ; 

" The world isn’t governed by hon¬ 
esty or by intelligence, but by preju¬ 
dice. We take our politics from our 
grandfathers and our religion from 
our grandmothers, and the world goes 
merrily on. Take a poor man with a 
poor lawyer a case argued with a giant 
on one side and a pigmy on the other, 
and a judge hearing the case whose 
associations have been with the rich. 
What show has the poor fellow got ? 
Nobody is crooked, or dishonest; it’s 
just the natural course of evolution 
that has made the law of today. 

“From the time there first was law 
until today there has not been a court 
where the judge did not sit and see the 
rights of the poor frittered away by the 
strong who trample upon the weak. 
The judge does not raise his hand in 
protest. 

“There is no effort in the courts to get 
at abstract justice. It’s merely a method 
that has been evolved through the ages 
for keeping society as it is.

Section VI. The salary and compen- ' 
s.ation of the Street Superintendent is 
hereby fixed at the sum of thirty cents ; 
per hour for each hour of actual serv¬ 
ices performed for said city as said 
Street Superintendent between the hours 
of 6 a. m. and 6 p. m. of any day and 
the sum of sixty cents per hour for 
each hour’s' services actually performed 
as such Street Superintendent between 
the hour of 6 p. m. of one day and the

: by said Street Superintendent and be¬

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 
i Section I. It shall be lanlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to erect, 
put in place or maintain in place, 
within that certain portion of the city 
of Sierra Madre described as follows, 
to-wit: 

All that portion of the City of Sierra 
i Madre lying south of a line commenc¬ 


ing at a point in the westerly line of 
said City of Sierra Madre, where the 
same would be intersected by the south 
line of Carter avenue, if produced 
westerly; thence easterly along such 
produced line and the south line of 
Carter avenue to the south line of 
Miramonte street; thence south 205 feet, 
thence east 205 feet south of the south¬ 
erly line of Miramonte street, and 
parallel thereto, and prolonged easterly 
to the westerly line of lot 27 of the forty- 
acre lots of the Sierra Madre Tract, and 
west of a line running southerly along 
the westerly line of lots 9, 10 and 27 of 
said Sierra Madre Tract to the southerly 
line of said city; any tent, tent-house, 
canvas-house or structure partly con¬ 
structed of canvas or other cloth, within 
a distance of one hundred feet from 
the front property ! .ne of any lot or 
subdivision of land within said City of 
Sierra Madre, or within twenty feet of 
any dwelling house, building or other 
structure. 

Section II. Any person violating 
this ordinance, or any provision thereof, 
shall upon conviction, be punishable 
by a fine not to exceed $50, or imprison¬ 
ment for a period not exceeding 25 
days, or both such fine and imprison¬ 
ment; and each day uj>on which any 
such violation shall occur shall be 
deemed a separate offence.
